A GHASTLY siGHuyt. 


The Body of an Uld Man Uovered 
with Green Mould. 
Yesterday afternoon word was received | 
at the Coroner’s office that a man had been 
found d in one of the rooms of a lodg- 
ing-house at No. 135 Castelar street, kept 
by Mme. Marie de Ponco, Coroner Mere- 
dith at once went to the place, where the 
body of an old man was found wrapped up 
in blankets lying on the bed in a small 
shed room attached to the house. He had 
evidently been dead for some time, as the 
face was covered with green mould, and 
the body was swollen out of all sembiance 
toa human form, a 
sight, while the stench was frightfui, mak 
ing itimpussible to stay in the room more 
than a few seconds. The remains were 
hastily wrapped up in the sheet on the bed 
and removed to Orr & Sutch’s, on Spring 
street, where an inquest was held at once, 
when the following tacts were brought out 
by the testimony of Mme. de Ponco, cor- 
roborated by her son John, the oaly two 
witnesses examined: The name of the 
dead man was Leopold Northiand, an old 
Swiss-German carpenter, aged 60 years, 
who came to Los Angeles about five weeks 
ago from some piace in Montana for the 
benefit of his health, he being a sufferer 
from asthma. He was in destitute circum- 
stances,and after the first week was unable to 
pay his rent, but did what he could to earn 
his board by doing chores about the house, 
He was generaliy cheerful, but at times 
seemed to be very despondent.

Judge W. P. Gardiner of Department 
Two of the Superior Court, whose term of. 
Office would ‘pire the last of Decemoper, 
anticipated the event by closing up the bus 
iness of his department and presenting bis 
resignation, which took effect yesterday. 
His address to the bar was as fotlows: 

At this, the close of my term of office, I 
desire to express my high appreciation of 
the continuous series of courtesies extended 
to me by my associates on the bench, by 
the entire bar, and by ali the officers of the 
court, fiom the inception of my term of of- 
fice until its close.. Notwithstanding the 
various hotiy-contested litigations over 
which [ have been called upon to preside 
and notwithstanding the many errors that i 
th-y have committed, the grace with which 
the conclusions of the Court have bean ac- 
quiesced in by all the litigants, and their 
counsel will aiways be asource of pleasaat 
recollections te myself. 

1 retire from the bench without the 
knowledge that a singie litigant or his 
counse!l entertains the slightest tingeof ill 
will toward me forany of my official acts, 
except that I am indirectly advised that ore 
attorney feels that he received an unde- 
served reprimand from the bench for what, 
at the time, without deliberation, 1 deemed 
and what, after careful examination, i 
still consider, to have been an inexcusable 
and persistent effort upon his part to intre- 
duce on behalf of the State, in a criminal 
eeeing. evidence which, as a lawyer, 

@ must have known to be clearly inadmis- 
sible. Lthen assumed that the charge of 
insincerity would be accepted with less 
chagrin than would the charge of ignor- 
ance of the law.

ance, and my short experience on the bench 
will greatiy increase the pleasure of my 
future association in a professional and 
social way with members of the prefession.

In that connection it may be said that 
those counsel who have been most remiss 
are either those, as a general rule, who 
have had the most time at their command, 
or the least ability to draw from.

the greater ability, as a rule, though the 
rule is not without exceptions, come into 
court with the greatest evidence of satis- 
on. 

Without time or ability to properly re- 
view all such matters oreught before the 
court, my endeavor has been to, so far as 
possible, protect those whom the court 
more particularly called upon 
as a matter of duty to pro- 
tect, leaving those who -have from negli- 
gence or inexcusable error submitted their 
rights entirely to the care of counsel whose 
duty it is more particularly to cuard inter- 
ests which are not synonymous with their 
own. Toillustrate: Se far as the probate 
proceedings have been assigned to my de- 

tment, in such matters, for instance, as 
sales of realty by guardians, executors or 
administrators, my chief aim has been to 
see that the estates represented. by the trus- 
tees of the court are protected. The tech- 
nicalities of the proceedings, so far as con- 
cerns the protection of the purchas- 
ers, have been left more particularly to 
their own counsel. Inthe matterof ap- 
proval of bonds, i have been compelled to 
confide almost entirely upon the knowledge 
and good faith of counsel in the various 
cases. Those counsel being offiters of the 
cour’, I have felt justified in relying upon 
their statements so far as concerns the suf- 
ficiency of sureties. If those sureties in 
any instance should hereafter: be shown to 
have been insuflicient at the time the bond 
was accepted, it may be relied upon with 
almost absolute certainty that the attorney 
in the cause has either been mistaken or 
negligent as to the matter of their suffi- 
ciency atthe time the bond was executed. 

My regard for the interests of litigants 
and of all parties who have occasion to sub- 
mit their property or other rights to the de- 
cision of the courts, as well as sympathy for 
my successor upon the bench and his aSso- 
ciates, compels me to express the wish at 
this time that at an early day a sufficient 
number of new departments to the cour 
will be created to permit the work of the 
court to be accomplished with greater 
promptness and satisfaction to the parties 
concerned, as well as to the judges upon 
the bench.

AND WOMAN’S RIGHTS. 


Delegationg of Dadies to Fe Present 

the Polis and Exercise iheir 

Influence in the Coming Oity 
Election—Homes for the Fallen. 

The executive meeting of the Woman’s 
‘Committee was heid yesterday afternoon in 
the Fort-street Church. Inthe absence of 
the chairman Miss Duhhain presided. 

‘The minutes of the previous session were 
read and approved, and the meeting was 
then thrown open for general discussion of 
the work in hand, and the ladies weré re- 
quested to report what had been done in the 


ling of reform or to suggest plans for action. 


Mrs. 8. C, Garbutt announced that the 
ladies of the South Methodist Chureh had 
become interested in this movemént and 
had visited some of the houses of prostitu- 
tion on Alaméda street, many of whose in- 
mates had expressed a desire for reform 
could some piace be provided for them. 
Two hundred dollars had been pledged by 
two individuais toward the establishment 
ofabome of refuge for all these outcasts 
who wish to lead better lives. 

rs. 8. J. Tedford was the next speaker, 
and said: “I have been engaged in this 
work for several years in San Francisco. 
Eighteen years ago a committee was ap- 

vinted to visit and investigate these 

ouses, and those desirous of reform were 
placed ina home. We began with four 
rooms, but afterward had a whole house, 
where ‘a > are educated in various 
branches. me are now teachers in the 
public schools. We also taught methods 
of cooking; in short, we gave them sume- 
thing to do, which is the most important 
| intin this work, Simply the desire to 

good is not sufficient to hold them; 
they must have employment, something to 
elevate the mind and give them an aim 
in life. This practical work is under no 
denominational head. Such women as 
Mrs, D. O. Mills, Miss Crocker, and many 
ae ed noble iadies are at the head of this 

r of reform,” 
_ In answer to the question: “How large a 
percentage did you save?’ Mrs, Tedford 
gave answer: “About one in ten was fuily 
saved, and that is ten rescued out.of one 
hundred ruined lives.” 
_Dr. Wiikins said: “In Elmira, N. Y., 
there isareform school for males, where 
they are educated, and many of them bave 
kone out into the worid as useful members 
of society. In the Ohio State Penitentiar 
at Columbus the same practice is pursued, 
and it men can be raised, why not women, 
a0 matter how far they have fallen?’ 

Mrs. H. Ké@ith then took the floor and 
said; “There should be a law whereb 
these houses of prostitution can be closed. 
Why, in the town where I lived—Brockton, 
Mass.,—they were not allowed to be kept 
open. soon as one was started the 
gerne would go and smash in the doors 

f necessary and arrest the inmates on the 
Spot. Close up these houses and then there 
will be some effect in our work. And the 
way todo it is for the women to vote. The 
rum-sellers do not care how much we are on 
bur knees, but when we propose to walk up 

the Vailot-box it’s a different thing, and 
it?s just this rum element that is trying to 
eep the ballot from the women. We al! 

‘now what a power a man’s vote is; what 
would a woman’s be? It would not be an 
unwomanly thing to do. We would en- 
counter no more men in walking up to the 
poils than in going to the postvoffice, or in 
‘passing down the street. 1 think it would 
have a wonderfully cleansing effect, too. 
Why, in Boston, where 25,000 women voted 
on the school committee this year, when 
they began to walk up tothe polling-place 
to cast their ballots, the men whispered 
‘Step out of the way—there comes a woman,’ 
and no smoking was aliowed there, either, 
Those Boston women aré in earnest, They 
have come to the polls, and: they’ve come to 
stay, and every year wil! find them there. 
Ladies, you must work for the ballot if you | 

for victory.” 

rs. C. C. McComas arose and announcea 
that there was a woman’s suffrage club in 
this city in good working order. ‘For cen- 
tury after century,”’ said she, “‘women have 
been praying and weeping, and it’s about 
time ry our tears and go to work. The 
days when ‘men must work and women 
must weep’ have long sin¢ee gone by. Why 
not pray to put it into the hearts of legisia- 
tors to give women the ballot? The duty of 
the hour is effective work. Some say: 


use in women voting, it’ 


would only double the vote.’ But there are 
more good women than bad. Every drunk- 
ard’s wife, every gainbler’s wife would vote 
for social reform. We are going to present 
a petition to the Legislature-asking for 
municipal suffrage for the women ot Cali- 
fornia. We only ask fo. municipal suffrage 
now, because we have to work upgradually, 
and one of the most discouraging things we 
have to contend with is woman’s apathy.” 

Dr. Beach, Mrs, Stillman and others spoke 
briefly on various points bearing on the gen- 
eral topic. 

Miss Dunham announced that it 1s the 
intention of some ladies in the city to go to 
the polling places on election day, to exert 
their influence by urging—not in an oflicious 
way, butina womanly manner—the needs 
of the hour. “If we are going to do any- 
thing in this line,” she said, “‘we want to 
take some definite action upon it today. It 
will not tarnish our womanliness to go to 
the polls. A true woman is a woman any- 
where. How many of the ladies here are 
willing to take their places at the poils on 
election day?” About twenty women rose 
to their feet, signifying their willingness w 
do this. 

Next Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock the 
W.C.T.U. will hoid its regular meeting in 
Trinity M, E. Chureh, when arrangements 
will be made for division of precinets, ete. 

The meeting then adjourned, subject to 
the call of the chairman.

The matter of a franchise to the pro- 
posed Los Angeles, Utah and Atlantic 
Railway came up in the Council yester- 
day. This is the enterprise repre- 
sented here by Col. J. M. C. Marble, 
who has come out from the East in the 
interest of what seems to be a meri- 
torious and feasible project. Col. Mar- 
ble is indorsed as a man of wide and 
successful experience in railroad build- 
ing, of unquestioned business standing 
and of, high connections in financial 
circles. ‘Iie has already progressed so 
far as to have received options upon the 
right ot way and other property of the 
Los Angeles and Ocean Railroad Com- 
pany (in which Gen. E. Bouton and 
others are interested), aud the San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Utah Railroad 
Company (in which L.-F. Scott and 


| others are interested); and before pro- 


ceeding with the work of building east- 
ward, awaits the ‘action of the 
City Council in permitting his company 
to enter the city for depot connections. 
The company has asked, and the Board 
of Public Works has recommended, the 
grant of a franchise giving the new 
road a way 60 feet wide running down 
the east bank of the river from a point 
north of Hoff street to the southern 
boundary of the city, together with the 
right to purchase, for railroad pur- 


poses, lands belonging to the city ata 


norsinal figure, the deeds for the same 

to be placed in escrow until such time 

as the trains may be running. In re- 
iurn for which concessions the com- 
pany is to build a levee along the side 

of the oflicial bed of the river, to begin 

work in one year, and to finish it 
within the city limits inside of three 

years. 

Col. Marble appeared betore the 
Council yesterday, presented his com- 
pany’s case, and left the decision of the 

inatter to the body. The subject is to 
come up at the next meeting, when the 
eampany will be asked to present a 
draft of the ordinance which it re- 
quires, for the consideration and action 
of the Council. 

The franchise asked is a valuable one, 
but the benefits to the city of the pro- 
posed new line, if built within the time 
fixed, will more than counterbalance 
the value of the privilege asked. With 
proper restrictions and safeguards 
thrown about the franchise, the Coun- 
cil would, in our opinion, be justified 
in granting it. |

HBROES’ DEEDS. 


Thrilling Narrative of the 
Great Storm. 


How a Life-saving Crew Rescued 
Many Sailors. 


A Coast Strewn with Wrecks—But 
Few Lives Lost. : 


The Storm Plays Havoc from Cape Hatteras to 
Maine—Summor Cottages on tho Jersey 
Coast Carried Oat to Sea— 
Othes Losses, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Boston, Nov. 26.—jBy the’ Assotiated 
Press,| The terrible effects of last night’s 
storm have been jeverywhere manifest 
along the coast today. Although the loss 
of life already reported large, it would 
have been still greater but for the brave 
efforts of Capt. Joshua James and his vol- 
unteer life-saving crew of Hull, who are 
credited with saving twenty-eight persons 
from disabled vessels. On Sunday after- 
noon a large three-master went broadside 
on the beach at Hull, Capt. James and his 
men rushed for the Hunt gun, breeches 
buoy and life-boat of the Massachusetts 
Humane Society at Stony Beach, and after 
strenuous efforts they succeeded in bring- 
ing ashore the crew of nine men from the 
schooner, which proved to be the Cox and 
Green, from Philadelphia for Chelsea with 
eoal, The vessel is now fast breaking up. 

Hardly had the band of rescuers com- 
pleted their work at this, place, when an- 
other vessel was descried on the rocks, 
about an eighth of a mile‘up the beach, but 
farther from the shore than the other. Hur- 
riedly rushing their apparatus to the most 
available location, they found that the dis- 
tance was too great to allow the use of the 
breeches buoy, and the surfboat was 
quickly manned. 

THE WAVES WERE TREMENDOUS 

and it was only after a hard and persistent 
struggle that the vessel was reached, their 
boat twice swamping in the attempt. The 
boat was at last brought under the vessel’s 
bow and the crew of eight men swung 
themselves into it. The return to the shore 
was a perilous trip, the boat filling several 
iimes, but it was finally thrown on the 
beach among the rocks by a huge wave and 
entirely smashed. The volunteer life-savers 
continued their patrol of the beach, and at 
daybreak sighted a third vessel ashore 
about half a mile northeast of Abbott. She 
could not be reached by the breeches-buoy 
and as their surfboat had been demolishe 
the tireless men started for Strawberr 
Hill station, four miles away, and returne 
with the Humane Society’s new boat. ‘This 
boat withstood the huge breakers and 
landed the crew of seven men. 

Not satisfied with the work already ac- 
complished, Capt. James and his band of 
12 started for Atlantic Hill, seven miles 
down the beach, where two more vesseis 
Were reported ashore. Here they were 
joined by Capt. James Anderson of the 
Humane Society’s Station «at Crescent 
Beach, and Capt. George H. Brown of the

The Hunt guns 
were brought into use and two lines were 
‘almost simultaneously fired across her fore- 
top by Capts. Anderson and Brown. ‘The 
men in the rigging eagerly seized the line 
and a hawser was pulled aboard, but just 
-as the buoy was about to be sent out the 
line became fouled and the buoy rendered 
uselegs. At this critical moment three 
young mén of Cohasset named Ainslee, An- 
toin and Salvador manned a small dory and 
at great peril attempted to clear the line. 
ln this they were unsuccessful. The surf- 
boat was then put out on its third perilous 


journey. The waves were enormous, at 
times. 


i 23 the main- 
top of the disabled schooner, but 
crew never faltered and at last reached the 
vessel’s stern. As quick as they. were 
within hailing distance anearly exhausted 
seaman crawled out from under the furled 
sail on the mizzentop and came 
cautiously down theshrouds. Capt. James 
threw him a line, which he fastened around 
his body. Hethen jumped into the sea and 
was rapidly drawn into the boat by strong 
and willing hands. A desperate attempt 
was then made to force the surfboat for- 
ward to the foremast, but the waves would 
beat it back, and for nearly an hour they 
struggled before they sueceeded in reach- 
ing and holding their desired position. The 
men in the rigging were terribly exhausted, 
and it was a difficult undertaking for them 
to descend, but one after another four of 
them descended in safety, jumped over- 
poard, and, like the first, were drawn into 
the boat. It was discovered that the fifth 
sailor in the rigging 

: WAS A CORPSE, 
and his. body was left in its icy resting- 
place. The surfboat headed for the shore 
and a safe landing was effected amid the 
cheers of the spectators. When the storm 
struck the vessel Capt. Fales and one sva- 
man refused to go aloftand they were swept 
overboard, The others took to the rigging, 
where the steward, I. Broms of East Bos- 
ton, being unable to withstand the cold 
died early Sunday morning and was lashe 
to the mast by his companions. If the yes- 
sel rides out the storm, as now seems likely, 
his body will probabiy be removed tomor- 


row. 

About 1000 feet northwest of this boat, 
high and dry upon the sandy beach, within 
reaching distance of Damon’s Pavilion, lies 
the three-master Mattie IE. Eaton, from 
Boston for Port Spain, with a general cargo, 
‘The captain and crew were in the rigging 
for eight hours before she struck, but they 
succeeded in reaching the shore safely in 
their boat. 

Still another vessel was seen driftin 
about by the untiring band of rescuers, an 
getting no response to their attempt to 
place the life lines, the vesse! was boarded 
by the — crew, but no one was on 
board.

A RUINOUS GALE. 


Telegraph Wires Frostrated in Every 
Direction. 

New York, Nov. 26.—| By the Associated 
Press.| ‘The first storm of the winter is 
about over in this vicinity, but it 1s still 
raging with unabated violence along the 
New England coast. ‘Telegraphic commu- 
nication with that section is entirely sus- 
pended. 

The Western Union had no wires be- 
tween this city and Philadelphia this morn- 
ing, thus shutting off all southern points. 
The Associated Press, Washington cireuit, 
which usually runs from this city to Phila- 
deiphia, Baltimore and Washington direct, 
was made up by way of Buffalo, Cleveland 
and Pittsburgh. 

The storm along the coast all the way 
from Cape Hatteras has been very violent. 
It is feared many marine disasters have 
occurred, although it will be some days be- 
fore reports begin to come in, as the storm 
would drive the vessels off.shore. .

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov, 26.—[ By the Associ- 
ated Press.] in the Knights of Labor con- 
vention this morning the Grievance Com- 
mittee occupied the time. In the case of 
the contested delegation frem District As- 
sembly 49, New York, that headed by 
James E. Quinn was-recognized.

When Schilling concluded his statement, 
General Master Workman Powderly took 
the floor, and argued in justification of his 
action by claiming that when a dispute 
arose between a district master workman 
and the general master workman, the lat- 
ter, being the superior officer, was entitled 
to authority. 

The debate being closed, the General As- 
sembly first refused to sustain Powderly’s 
aetion in reinstating the local assembly, 
and then refused to indorse Schilling’s - 
peal, By a small majority vote, the whole 
matter was then referred to the new Gen- 
eral Executive Board. A. number of other 
unfinished appeal cases were referred to the 
Executive Board. 

The newily-elected general officers were 
installed this afternoon. Tomorrow the 
Legislative Committee will submit its re- 
port. It is understood that Robert D, Lay- 
ton and Ralph Beaumont will constitute 
the new Committee on National Legisla- 
tion, with Layton as chairman.
